Tito and Stalin 
On the Outs for 
Long Time, Claim 


Paris. 
Sept. 
3— (AP)— Yugo- 


slavia's Premier, Marshal Tito, has 
been on the outs with the Kremlin 
longer than anyone suspected, an 
American professor said yester- 
day. 


Prof. Kirtley Mather, Harvard 


geologist, who lunched with Tito 
in Yugoslavia last week, said he 
asked his host if relations with 
Stalin were harmonious 
during 


Tito's Moscow visit in 1944. 


"They were not," Mathers said 


Tito answered. 


In 1944 Tito was leader of the 


Yugoslav partisans in the war 
against Germany and to all ap- 
pearances had been hand-picked 
by Moscow for the job. He took 
over the country as prime minister 
following liberation in 1945. 


The formal break between Tito 


and his erstwhile comrades came 
in June, 1948, when the Comin- 
form blasted him for too great 
independence from Moscow. 


Since that time the Rusisan-led 


bloc and Yugoslavia have engaged 
in a war of words which has kept 
the Balkans smoldering with war 
fears. 


Mather said that from his con- 


versation with Tito he gathered 
that the Yugoslav chieftain does 
not expect an armed Soviet attack, 
but is prepared for it if it comes. 


He said that Tito 
would 
be 


swayed neither by Moscoxv nor by 
the western powers from pursuing 
whatever policy he believed best 
for his own country.

A lot can be too large as well 


** too imall 11 there is too much 
land, taking proper care of it will 
be difficult. Many large proper- 
ties are unsightly simply because 
the owner has insufficient time to 
devote to his lawn and garden. 


A lot which is too small, how- 
ever, will restrict the location 
and orientation of the dwelling- 
Zoning ordinances in cities and 
towns often make a small lot 
undesirable because they limit 
the percentage of a lot's area 
which * house can cover. 


Some zoning ordinance* also 


restrict the relationship of a 
house to property lines. For ex- 
ample, building within 30 feet 
of the street might be prohibited, 
thus reducing the usefulness of a 
shallow lot 


High land costs are the only 


good reason for buying an ex- 
tremely narrow lot. A wide lot 
makes" placement of the house 
easier, adds privacy and permits 
mow 'attractive landscaping. 


Because low-lying land drains 


poorly, it generally makes a poor 
house site. Ground should always 
slope upwards slightly toward 
the house. 


Soak Ground Thoroughly 
When Watering Grass 


When watering the lawn, soak 


the ground to a depth of 4 inche? 
or more. Light sprin.V1.ing ii of 
little use. Water the lawn only 
when the lawn is extremely dry.

On Labor Day, Let's Remember This! 


Labor Day is the moment of the year when our politi- 


cians remind the workman that he is the backbone of the 
nation and recite for him the long list of rights and privileges 
to which he is heir. 


We prefer to talk about the opposite face of those rights 


and privileges—the worker's duties and responsibilities. 


There is no question that organized labor has achieved 


a fair measure of maturity since the first wild days of its 
new-found strength in the depression 1930's. But its leaders 
still shout too much of rights and not enough of duties and 
its rank and file is still too insistent in exercising its priv- 
ileges and insufficiently concerned about its responsibilities. 


Labor wants a rising floor under wages, but no ceiling. 


It wants full protection in its right to strike but acts as if it 
should be exempt from penalty when people are hurt or 
property is damaged while a strike is on. It wants a free- 
dom for itself that it is unwilling to accord to others. 


Admittedly, labor is not alone in this stress on getting 


instead of giving. The farmers too often have exhibited a 
similar attitude. And for a long span in U. S. history, busi- 
nessmen behaved in the same fashion. Government and the 
greater strength of rival groups curbed their more irrre- 
gponsible uses of freedom, but many businessmen still re- 
sent any checkrein on their activities. 


This one-sided, immature approach cannot be condoned 


in any group. But today it just happens to be labor's turn 
to be lectured. 


So we call upon workingmen to give more attention to 


the two-sidedness of life, to measure their role in society 
fairly in relation to other groups, to recognize that govern- 
ment as a referee must balance labor's needs and rights 
against the welfare of farmers and businessmen and the 
whole public. 


Too many labor leaders have fallen into the habit of 


identifying themselves with all humanity and thus labeling 
criticism as an attack upon "people" in the large. 


They would do better to urge upon their men a responsi- 


bility to act under the same laws that govern others; to ac- 
cept a role in society equal to their numbers, their ability 
and their character, rather than to try to be the whole show; 
and to develop a new pride of workmanship to replace that 
which vanished when the minutely subdivided tasks of mass 
production pushed the proud craftsman off the scene. 


Workingmen with this sort of attitude would greatly 


enhance labor's stature and enrich their contribution to 
American living.
